tionablo Address has been forwarded 
from the Assembly of Nova Scotia, wbieh 
was elected in tfie midst of Mr. Rowo'.a 
nfrjtatlon. This has been met by "a de^ 
cided and n'ore absolutely fatal answer to 
the liopesof the Repuulers tiinn that of (lie 
Duke o' Buckingham. Even before this 
deeisifc ovidenoe of the coacliiBive nature 
of t/ie new Dominion Cousiitulion , die 
Nova Scotiana had begun to doubt the 
wisdom of the representatives whom they 
had ciioscn in a moment of angry excite- 
ment. Tile Li'gi.-lntnru desired to 
thwart the Miliiia Acit of tiie Fuiicral 
Parliament, l)ui in .spite of tlie o[)|iosition 
of tlie most extreme Hcparatisl.s, the pco- 
l)lo mastered in llia ranks to the nniuber 
of 5,000 and nioro, which is a largo qnolfi 
from so very i-niall a coniitiy as Ivjvu 
Scotia. Of these iho niiijorily wcro cicii 
wlio had lollowud Mr llowu in ud'cpiing 
the situation. 

No sooner was the final answer of the 
I-.iberal Cabinet srivcn ugaiiist Repeal, 
than furibtr sym[)io(iis were apparent of 
the break-up of the party. Mr. llowo 
and a eojleaguo of his met ono of tlio 
Dominion JW-inisters to ne-otiuio terms of 
compromise, and, sulijcet of course to the 
ratiBcfttloD of the Ottnwn Legislature, 
these liuvc been liiinlly arranp;eii. In a 
.sense tliey may be supposed l)y soiini.to 
justify Mr. Howe's af^ilulion, for there is 
a eonsideraljle donbt whether tliey a^^ 
not more favourable to .Nora Seu'ia 
a.iy that could hava been obtained by U-.s 
rijTorou^ nieans. llaihvays nml piiblu- 
buildings belotging to I ho Trovince iirti,

position, and have given themselves up 
to useful local work, instead of attempting 
to encroach on the ultimate Sovereignty 
which was wisely vested iu the Federal 
Hou'e of Commons at Ottawa. One cf 
them, the Parliament of the rrovinco of 
Quebec, is actively engaged in tlie de> 
vclopement of a new scheine of coloniza- 
tion, in cO.inexion with cheap wooden 
railroads, with which it is proposed to 
pierce the fore?t in everv direction. J ho 
great recommendutioii of the scheme is, 
that the road is to be made of matenal.s 
to be had for the cutting 9n the right and 
left of the track, and at a cost very little 
more than that of a common metalled 
road. Every Hue that may bo so con- 
Btrncted will open up mi'lions of acres of 
available land, and with improved organ- 
ization (or placing the imnaigrants, who 
are now beginning to discover the suv 
perior advantages of Canada over tlift 
States, the progress of the Country pro- 
mises to surpass all past e.xperienoo, 
even of thr.t worderful Western contin- 
ent Only a year or so ago tlio compar- 
atively 8lui;;giiih French Canadians were 
moved by a wa^e of feeling which prompt- 
ed many of tbenato seek to better their 
fortunes in the SlMes. These very men 
are now pelitiouipg by thousands to be 
received back agaimn terms as favoiir- 
ablo as those accorded to emigrants from 
Euroiie; and opinion on the west of 
the Atlantic is graduallj settling down 
to the collection that, haxing regard to 
the fiscal bnrtens of the United Slates, 
and the magnilcent means of transit lu 
tbe Dominion, life in the Colonics is 
easier and more Qourishing than in the 
great llepublie, atit stands after its ter- 
rible war. While material interests are 
thus prospering, pflitieal harnaony be. 
tween the o'entral analocal Government 
has not been disturbed except in the 
' caee of "Nova Scoiia llepalers, and even 
their extravagant, lbough-,ot unintelligi- 
ble excitement is rapidly becoming it 
thing of the past. It is now some time 
Bince the news arrived that bo Repeal 
cause had been abjofed by its .ader, Mr 
Howe, and it was not everyone perhaps 
iQ England who appreciated he full 
moaning of this defection. Mr. How u 
was somolhing more than the lirst man 
among the Nova Scotian Repealers, j„st 
as O'Connell was more than the first im, 
among Irish Repealers. As O'Conni] 
created the Repeal party "> Iceland s 
Aid Mr Howe in the smaller held of 
Nova Scoiia. With great ability, and 
with a lofty seorn of eoKSislcncy, he 
iMhcd into fury lUo indignation of the 
leas instructed classes of his tiny country. 
Aa long as it was possible for a Repeal 
Biritatiou to show front with the shgluest 
Bemblanco of a hope of success, Mr. Howe 
wrote and Ppoke and worked with womier 
I'ul energy for the impo.ssible object wnici 
ho had led his countrymen to aim at 
lJut Mr. Uowe, iho-ugh not perhaps free 
from the vanity and Bolfishneis that gen- 
orally mark the popular liibane, vvas by 
no means devoid of sense, and when he 
Baw that both parties of the noui-o ol 
Commons recofinized tho impossibility of 
repealing an Act in which Jour previously 
distinct commnnities had a common in- 
tercst, and that the choice lay between 
Bobmission and impotent •rebellion, bo, 
like a prudent man, accepted the situation. 
For a time it was doubtful how far the 
> example would be f.)llavycd. The Exc- 
cntivo Council of JSova Scotia presented 
to tboir Lieutenant-Governor an address 
compoundod of the same admixture of 
Oonfltitutlonalism and petty treason which 
osed to flavour O'ConneU's manifestoes. 
The last net, of the Duke of Uuckiugliam 
was to send an answer, quietly but firmly 
rebuking the protenaious.of this rather 
. orroeaDtr^oas. wa;,aRReallM from them 
. to the oommoo sense of their couutrymeu

wa This is Certainly accepting the siiii« 
ation with adequate fervour, and it ;may 
be doubted whether the ex-ugifafcr 
would not have served bis eonn'.ry belter 
by remaining out of olTico until his eleva- 
tion would iiiford no excuse for miiilea.sniil 
suggestions, ills powers are not di'jiuted 
by any p.irty, but he has done micb 
mischief by Ids li.jl~headed advoeacv if 
Repeal, aii.l he may have done raoro by 
giving to liis desertion the iippearancu cf 
a persomiliy sellisli ar iLiigeiiient. 

Mr. Hoove's personal character is, 
however a comparatively small m . tier, 
except so far a- uiiy slur upon liis in- 
tegrity may swell the miinhers of the 
ultra party who still refuse to "accept 
the situaiion." Tlitro aro, however, 
satisfactory indications that the liiilk 
even of the Aiili-Confederution p irty are 
beginning to sci tbo wisdom of making 
the best of thingH. E~en the organs ot 
extreme Repealers profess lhat they mean 
to accept every concession that can be 
wriMig from the sister jirovinces — just as 
(J'Coiiiudl useJ to lalct- ttio dieccffiivo iiioii-ure!. 
wliich were won fnun tiie British I'ar- 
li.imenl — as iuslalments only of Kepeal. 
'riiose tactics, though i.oL di^^iiilied, ure 
generally snccessfnl, and .«eeiii to t!irivi: 
as well in Novn Scotia u.s in In l.iiid. Tlie 
mo.-i remarkable ovideru'u of -Mr ll.vive's 
influeneo 19 at the s iiiic time olTonlc ' by 
the l.mo of the Repeal press. iNotliiiig 
eau exceed the virulence of the language 
used in cpuakiin of those who were lead- 
ers of the C nfederation inovemeni from 
the liist. They arc told in the pure 
Transatlantic dialect of one of the Re(ical 
organs, that if they remain qaiof, " the/ 
may take the bciiefil of tbo forgetfiiliie-ss 
that comes of utter scorn and coat"iiipl, 
but if they aspire again to public lile, 
they shall be pilloried for the uiiiversiil 
execration of the country." Wc do not 
cite this vigorous ilcelainalion for its own 
sake hO inneh as to show the iitrast be- 
tween it and the language used by M.r 
LloHC. It might have been supposed 
lhat the traitor who ncceptod the situa- 
tion after the example of militiamen, and 
ended by taking a seat in the hostile 
Caliinet, would be denouiiceil with ail 
the exuberant eloqncnce at the command 
of his descried followers. Strangely 
enough, we find that Mr Uowe i§ siill 
spoken of by the most extreme moinbers 
of the parly which he made and destroyed 
with a respect which is quite mmc ount- 
ble, except on the snppo.sitioii that bo 
c.rries with him the sy nii>ai,hie.s of a very 
la<,(e section of the Repeal parly. VVbcther 
thil bo so or not, it is certain that the 
agititiou is practically killed, and before 
many years wc may hear Uie Nova 
Scotiai.s boaslinc; how iheir Province and 
their Ifaider., Mr llowe, gut mire iliun 
their fair iharo of the good tliinga of the j 
Dominion by the well-useil device of 
quarrelling vith the Union itself. 

While thei'ITerenccs with Nova i?colia 
are thus rapidly ."Aiitling thetnselvos, Ncw.< 
foundland and CJi'iniuia 'are both begins 
ning to gravitate to tho couimon centre, 
anil to seek the Unioa which one of Lhoni 
— Newfoniidland — had at lirst rejected. 
The pending tpiesiion with the ILudson 
Ray Company grievously delays the selllo- 
ment of a largo and valuable portion of 
tlio Dominion territory, but if both sides 
are rational, the Company will have no 
diHitnlly in getting rousonalile terms lor 
any aovoreigu or other rigUls or pris 
vilages which it baa the power to sell. 
Whenever this orrangeraont is concluded 
dunftda will bo able completely to conso- 
lidate herself, and promises to starlou a 
now career, which will inako her not loss 
attractive to I'juropoau omigrants than 
the United States themselves. . . I

How sadly truthlul wore iho pro- 
diotions of tho eapportora ot the I>ra w- 
backs Bill, during the debate on thai 
meaBure in tbo Legialativo Couocil in 
the oonrse of tho last seBSioo. Tho 
Ezooulire was strongly impreaaccl reith 
the nrgeacy of the moasnro ; thoy 
woro told that tho Bill itsolf waH 
only preliminary to moro extended 
measares of Customb' reforms, but that 
its immediate applioatloii was tho 
only reoooimendution it had — as the 
exporienofl to bo guiiidl from itp opora- 
tion Wculd moro clearly define tho 
ohangos required by oxpudieiiuy. Tlio 
ExocuLive was fnrlhor told that tlio 
operation of tbo Drawbacks Bill might, 
as stated hy i llieial momberci, bo pro-" 
ductivo of 801110 rodnotioti in tbo rev- 
enue (altboui^h that d d not nocoHsa-' 
rily follow) but thai a pLTLinucious 
liolding on to Iho prosi'iit nyHtom 
would indubitably reduce tho rovonuo, 
and that umcb more sweeping' inou>« 
nres would bo tried wluu they would 
act prove nearly so ellicacious as tho 

Blilcb in time" 6Uj.'got?lcd by tbo 
Drawbacks B ll. ilow tbcso plain 
truths woro received and ruHponded to, 
wo all know; tho bill waasciil to Eng^ 
land for approval. JSow, it puzzlos us 
to discover what particular pnrposo is 
served by the uppoinlmont of a (Jov- 
ernor to a Crown Colony If every 
qaostion affeoting tho protperiiy of the 
Colony has to go home lor sanction. We 
may venture to say we could do very 
well without an occnpanl in that very 
dignified office, particniariy when in^ 
voWiDg tbo expenditure of tbo very 
large sam reqaired to meet tho expen-t 
Bes and emolumeuts of tbo present 
ncambent. There are only two pos-i- 
bilities in relation to tbo Drawbacks 
Bill: either His Excellency bud not 
the power to assent to the bill, or he 
had no desire to do so. If the first is 
the oase, there can be no use for a 
Governor, as the other of&cers of tbo 
Bxecative ooald bavo arranged the 
matter without his intorfercnco nt ull, 
and at least as intelligently, becau^^e 
they woro fully informed of all tbo 
facts, boing present at all the debates. 
Tho chances arc, also, thai, having the 
points raoro familiarly boiore ihorn, tliey 
would have jieldud to tho arii'Mneiils of 
the popular members, aa the)- .i juld not 
have had hia ExcoUuncy for a facupo^oat. 
If the fjoveraor had no desire (which | 
do not bi'licve) to accord to the L'uloni>ls 
what they pointed out as uri^'cutly ni'ces- 
eary, then the existence of llio linul of 
the Executive is an absolute aiiMforlune 
for tho Colouy, and one that we hhon!.) 
lose no time in petitioniuf; the Ilonie 
Government to rtinovc, It. camiot bo 
pretended that the boon was rffii->(Ml from 
any reaBoiis either ull'octint^ the welf ire ol 
tho Colony or t!ie policy of the lm[)urial 
Government, The lu-guments pro mid t'o/* 
were tborouglily aud clearly stated, and

member who had been previously directly 
opposed to the measure, professed to 
have become converted to a belief in 
its advantage and noGossity, and that 
it was an Ordinance impeiaiivuly do- 
ruanded for tho udviuiccincnt ol tlu- 
bent intereritH of tho Colony. II was 
aHsurodly iioi inimical to Impoiial in- 
torestfl, becuiiHo it would have couvinc- 
od the eolonislH that the Jiuino Govern- 
mont liad hoi.I m ollicers who under" 
stood oui- wants, and were ready to 
aid us in every way that Would uiiprovu 
our condition, thus incroasinti our ro-^ 
speot autl loyiilty. iL iniorlered in no 
way will) Impoiial laws, booauHo tbo 
code in thaiiegard was produced in the 
liouso, and it was clearly fhowii that 
the Home Uovornnicut provided that the 
Colonies Bbould decide on their own 
fiscal policy «o iong as none of tbo prO' 
visions in the Cnblonih' Cousolidation Act 
or tbo l^avigation Laws relating to 
the Colonios, Were interfered with.

Mer« 
chants declino to import goods that 
they cannot sell, and tho reason thoy 
cannot sell their <rooda arises Irora tbo 
diiliculticH to bo met with at tho Cusk 
torn bouse and the duties that make 
goods unsaloablo to foreign customers, 
as tho duties enhance Iho prices so 
materially as to render their purohaeo 
hero an act of supcrorogation.
